Feb. 22.—Steps to make 
the effect of the occupation of the 
Ruhr felt by neutral countries have 
been taken by German officials as 
part of the passive resistance pro- 
gram, according to information in | 
the hands of the French. At a mecet-| 
ing in Bochum, attended b&the coal | 
mine officials.of the entire district, it 
was decided to cancel all coal con- 
tracts with Holland, Switzerland. and 
other neutral countries, it is stated. 
The mining officials agreed they 
would supply only the local needs of 
the Ruhr district hereafter. This 
means that much less coal will be 
mined and . unemployment de in- 


creased.

King’s Youngest Son Found That 
‘Hammer Toe” Interfered With

LONDON, Feb. 23.—Prince George | 
underwent an operation in Bucking- | 


ham Palace today for the removal 
of the small toe from each foot. He 
had suffered from the persistent 


' flexion of the toes, known as ham- 


mer toe, which caused him consid- 
érable inconvenience in 
duties, and also in dancing, of which 
he is a devotee. 

Recently he underwent an opera- 
tion for appendicitis. He is the 
youngest son of King George and is 
in his twenty-second year. 


The operation will. not cause a 
‘limp or any stiffness in walking or 
dancing, according to a prominent 
St. Louis surgeon, but Prince George 
probably will have to wear a shoe 
with pads in the place of the small 
toes.

Marcino was declared to have 
come as an immigrant g’om Milan, 
Italy, and been a barber in a South 
Halsted -street shop, where he blos- 
somed into a genius who indulged 
in verbal financial flights as he 
Honed and stropped and shaved. So 
convincing were his stories, it is said, 
that he soon attracted the interest 
of wealthy Italians. Some of these 
undertook to back him financially 
and through these friends he was 
said to have been elected a direc- 
tor of the old Atlas Bank on the 
West Side. Through his new con-

Man Who Placed Taylor in Bank as 
President Is Sought.

WARREN, Maas., Feb. 22.—With 
Frank’ L. Taylor, president of the 
First National Bank of Warren, un- 
der arrest in Chicago, local authori- 
ties today turned their attention to a 
search for Joseph B. Marcino, al- 
leged to be ‘he brains behind the 
disappearance of $213,000 in bonds 
and securities from the  bank’s 
vault. The institution was closed 
yesterday by order of the bank ex- 
aminers. 

Marcino, reported missing since 
Feb. 12. was believed to be on his 
way to South America, officials said. 
His true name was said to be Joseph 
B. Biata.

Theophile Delcasse was one of, 
the most notable of French states- | 
men during the past 25 years, hav- | 


ing to his credit, above all else, the 
inspiration which led to the forma- 


tion of the Anglo-French Entente/! 


Cordiale. 


at Pamiers, Department of Ariege, 
in that part of sunny 
France that has been a prolific pro- 
ducer of statesmen. He developed 
early interest-in public affairs and 


served a sort of political apprentice- | 


ship in journalism. While he was 
on the staff of the “Republique 
' Francaise” he was elected a mem- 
ber of the General Council of 
Ariege. In 1889 the district of Foix, 
‘in the same department, sent him 


to the Chamber of Deputies and. 
regularly re-elected him for years, 


thereafter. 

Delcasse’s first legislative work 
‘was in the naval, colonial and for- 
eign relations committees, and he 
became one of the speakers who 
commanded the greatest attention 
of the chamber. 


Under-Secretary for the Colonies | 


in the Ribot cabinet (1893), he be- 
came Minister of the Colonies in 
the ministry presided over 
Charles Dupuy (1894). It was in 
‘his brief administration of colonial 
affairs that he first attracted at- 
tention to the methodical applica- 
tion to affairs that has characterized 
his life work. In less than two years 
he had mastered the colonial prob- 
lem of France, coneiderably 
oped its colonial interests and at 
the same time grasped the interna- 


tional questions that were to have | 


so momentous a bearing upon the 
future of France beyond the seas. 

Delcasse was called to power in 
‘the Brisgon Cabinet (1898) as Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs and it was 
‘in this post that he was called to 
show his measure. A French expe- 
dition, under Commandant Mar- 
chand, had arrived at Fachoda iv 
North Africa and raised the French 
flag over the territory. Great Brit- 
‘ain had cried “hands off.” French 
patriotism stood behind Marchand, 
applauded the little band that had 
‘surmounted three years of difficul- 
ties, perils and fatigues to reach the 
‘upper basin of the Nile, and pro- 
claimed that impossibility of a with- 
drawal. To disavow Marchand was 
humiliation, to brave Great Britain 
‘was war. Delcasse looked over the 
heads of the people and far away 
‘into the future. By a straightfor- 
ward invitation to Great Britain he 
' raised the entire question of the lim- 
‘itation of the spheres of influence 
of the two countries in North Africa,
